TO THE 


READE K 


HE Uſe of tis CONCORDANCE dbth plainly appear, by Comparing and Conferring the Engliſh 
Verſion with the Hebrew and Greek Languages, put together bere im ſuch a Convenient Metbod, that you 
may n0t only take a View,without any Trouble, or loſs of Time, bow any Word occurring tm the Engliſh Bib!- 
doth anſwer the ſeveral other Words,as well in Hebrew and Greek,of the Old Teſtament, as in Greek of tle 
New, in dil int Similary Places. 
But ;ikewiſe whit kind of Words, eſpecially in the Original Languages above mention'd,are found for the ſame Engliſh 
Word in cyery Paſſage, and bow the ſame 1s Tranſlated by the Seventy Interpreters from the Hebrew. 
The Greek Letter annex'*d to every Paſſage, wherein the Engliſh Words, to be enquired after, are contained, guidet 
you to the Hebrew Words ſet down above them, and tells you which of them 1s uſed in that Original for the Engliſh Word 
1m its diſtind place, 


A Latin Letter is likewiſe annex'd to every Paſſage, as above ſaid, and direfs you to what Greek Word is uſed infls * 


the ſame, and other Parallel places, . 

As for the Order of the Engliſh, that of the Cambridge Concordance, of the laſt Edition, 1s Obſerved ; which is her 
made more Compleat : As for Inſtance, Under the word Abide, you will find 25 Paſſages here which are not 
much as mentioned there. Under the word Abideſt, you have Three added. Under the word Abiding, Four, Un 
the word Able, Forty Four, beſides that ſometimes one Word occurs twice in one and the ſame Verſe, whereof notice hat} 


not been taken before. I confeſs, that moſt Places wanting there are ſupplied out of Newman's Concordance : Tet, by

looking ſo often after every Place of Scripture, I found Newman bad likewiſe left out bere and there ſome Places, whichl 


are here Inſerted. 

In the Hebrew, the Words referring to the Engliſh Parallels are not ſet down bere,jn their Forms of Verbs and Nour 
as they are found in the Bible in ſuch Places, but in their Radix only ; wbich way is the more conducing to get the true 
of the Word : Where you find the Conjugation added to the Radix jt intimateth, that the Radix 1s only in Uſe in the ſa 
Conjugation ; and where you find no Conjugation added to the Radix, then it ts underſtood always to be 1n Kal. Some ( 
the Learned have deſired to add the Conjugation to every Place,wbich would make the Work Bulky,and beyond the Lim 
af a Concordance : It may ſuffice,tbat by the belp of the Radix bere ſet down for every Word you look after, any Man i 
enabled eaſily to find out the Conjugations in Grammars and Diftionaries. Others would bave the different Tenſes 
Caſes, Numbers and Genders put down, which were an eafie matter to bring about, if the Expences and Scope of a Con 
cordance did permit the doing of it in ſeveral diſtin@ Columns : And where you find no Radix at all, then an Aſterisk 
# tut down, to that Scripture Place, in the room of the Greek Letter ;, it intimatetb,That citber the Hebrew Word is quits 
omitted, or Latent in the manner of ſpeaking, or elſe the whole manner of ſpeaking is ſet down in the room of the Radi 

In the Greek both the Primitive and Compound Words are ſet down, as both taking up but little room, for the belp of Be 
ginners, who often times are at a loſs in finding, im Scapula's annexed Index, the Theme, becauſe all Flexions and Cor 
jugations «re not ſet down there, Some deſire, that the Conjugations, Tenſes, Perſons, Moods, &c. ſhould be ad; 
likewiſe to the Greek ; but the former Anſwer given to the Hebrew may reſolve this Qeſion bere. Tet where a Gree 
word, as for inſtance $/ye,ua; under the Engliſh Word Able, doth occur, and afterwards under tbe ſame Word Able, 
the Greek, is found Siyaws, 0! Suarts, and ſo forth, it 1s referred only to the firſt Word Siyaua, to ſave Paper 
and where the Engliſh Word is either Latent im the Greek,or in the whole manner of Speaking, either that Greek Word e 
preſſing that Engliſh Word's ſet down,or an Aſterisk is annex'd for the Latin Letter to that particular Paſſage; ſignifying 
That ether the Greek bath no ſuch Word anſwering the Engliſh one, or that it 1s altogether left out, as many Verſes of ti 
Seventy Interpreters are ſo : As for inſtance, In the Chronicles and Jeremiah, &c. or elſe the wbole Phraſis in Greek 
1s ſet down, 

Te Aſterisks in the yoom of the Greek and Latin Letters, annex*d to the Engliſh Paſſages, denote, That neither a 
H:brew nor Greek Word is to be found, expreſſing that Engliſh Word which 15 only put down to compleat the Senſe. 

What concerns the difference of the Verſes and Chapters of the Hebrew and the Greek compared to the Engliſh, it muj 
ſatisfie one, that the Edition in Engliſh is only to be obſerved bere, becauſe it 1s an Engliſh, Hebrew and Greek Cor 
cordance, and not an Hebrew, or Greek and Engliſh one. The difference is here and there only, and muſt be left t 
every ones Ingenious Inquiry; for many Marks about it would be more Troubleſome than Beneficial to the Reader : At 
for Example, Under the word Abaſe, you find in the Engliſh Bible, Ez. XXI. 26, which is in the Hebrew v. 31, Dat 
IV. 37. in the Hebrew v. 34. Job XL. 11. in tbe Hebrew v. 7. Such difference is likewiſe in the Greek ſome times. 

The variety of Hebrew and Greek Words, anſwering the Engliſh Word, found in the Holy Scripture, doth often appt 
more Copicuſly under their reſpeQive Conjug ations: As for inſtance, Under the Conjugatiens Abhorreſt, Abhorret 
Abhorring, Abideſt, Abideth, Abiding; then they do under their refpeGive Primitive Words. 

All which dotb Plentifully ſuggeſt (with the Aſſiſt ance of the Holy Spirit wbo powerfully works upon Diligent Meditating 
on his Words) excellent Matters, good Inventious, ſuitable Amplifications, convenient Examples, curious Similes 
mary Poriſmata, and Applications, which could bardly bave been thought on without the belp of ſuch-like Means. 

By the Help of this Concordance you may likewiſe Readily, and with great Eaſe, detef, among others, the baſe A 
tifices of the Church of Rome, not only in Skipping from one Place. to Angther, but in changing and joyning Words 
the Original Language, contrary to each Proper Place of the Scripture. If you like it, Encourage it. 


POSTSCRIPT. 


This Work,according to the Encouragement,will be made Perfe& with the greateſt Exa&neſs imaginable 
under Penalty, that if any Material Fault in the Hebrew or in the Greek ſhould be found out, the Author of i 
will be liable to Re-Print the ſame Sheet at his own Coſt; provided two Amanuenſes, or three at moſt, , 
allowed him of his own chooſing, and then it may be faſter Compoſed, than the Printer can Print ll.
